London, Oct. 2.,—Londoners, despite

Last night, when two 


squadrons of raiders succeeded in get- 
ting close to London and borne of their 
number over the city, there • was no 
panic and no untoward incident. • • 


Immediately the coming of the raid- 


ers was signalled the people • in the 
streets,scurried for cover, while motor 
buses and carts drew up to the curb, 
' where the passengers alighted quickly. 
Within five minutes the streets were 
deserted virtually and a strange silence 
fell over the city.

. Most .of the offices and shops had 
closed before C o'clock to permit their 
employes to reach their homes nnd 
there waa only a fraction of the num- 


ber of persons on the streets as under 
normal conditions. With the gather- 
ing of dusk many of the poorer classes, 
particularly the women and children, 
had gathered at the tube stations, 
around the Guild hall and St. Paul's, 
and other places of refuge.- The po-' 
lice and special constables aligned 
them in files and when the warning 
was given they were shepherded into 
the refuges without confusion or 
crowding.

jority of the restaurants were almost 
deserted.

of Peace 43 Years, is 


Dead. 


CAME TO UNITED 


STATES IN 1857 


Had Been a Resident of Fort 


Wayne for About Fifty- 


Eight Years, 


Michael J. Tancey, 79 years old, a 


pioneer justice of ine peace bj Wayne 
township, died at S:45 o'clock Tuesday 
morning from a complication of dis-

He .-re- 
mained there but .two years, coming- to 
Fort Wayne, where he had resided for 
a long period of years.; His residence 
here was interrupted by three yeqr« 
spent at Park City, Utah, from 18S2 to 
1SS5.

He married ..Miss Ellen Fitzgerald, 


of this city,,in 1805, and she still sur- 
vives to mourn his dt-ath. . In 1S07 he- 
became' a balifli 
and 
constable and 


served'in this capacity for a period of 
eight years.- In 1875 he became a jus- 
'tice of the peace and has followed this 
calling ever since. " During the per- 
iod of his absence from the city in 
Utah he rwas also elected a justice at 
Park City. • This stretches his period 
of public service .to forty-three years, 
which is no doubt a record for con- 
tinuous service. He was probably the 
oldest justice of the peace in point of 
service in northern Indana.

sons, all of Fort "Wayne.

of myserious origin, are sweeping the 
rural districts is causing much con- 
sternation among farmers of the re- 
gion about Hoagland. 
It is thought 


that the straw stack, the most inflam- 
mable object on the farm, may have 
been'_ picked for starting, the confla- 
gration by some German sympathizer 
or organization of German agents. 


A board of farmers and underwrit- 


ers ^ made 
a careful investigation 


of the surroundings of the fire, on 
Thursday. No effort will be spared 'to 
apprehend the person who may have 
started the flames which swept away 
Weigman's out buildings, his stock, 
implements and stored grain. 


The farmer discovered the blaze 


when he chanced to look from his 
home while waiting for supper, short- 
ly before 5 o'clock. 
He ran to the 


barn to fight the flames while his wife 
telephoned for help*. 
' 


The blaze was well under way when 


the alarm was spread from the Wieg- 
man home by telephone. Many calls 
were sent from the Hoagland central. 
Almost the whole population of the 
village turned out with buckets to 
fight the flames. It was the desperate 
effort of the bucket brigade which 
saved the Wiegman home from de- 
struction. 


Only one horse from the herd of 


seven fine animals was saved from the 
flames. 
Two cows were consumed 


and nearly all the chickens in the two 
large parks. 
A wagon was the only 


farm 'vehicle saved from the fire.

Columbia City, Oct. 1.—The threat- 


ening diphtheria epidemic in South 
WJiitley and vicinity has taken as its 
first toll little Margaret

of that place. The victim of the con- 
tagious disease died Saturday fore- 
noon following an illness of several 
days. She leaves her parents and the 
following brothers and sisters: Har- 
ley and Robert, who arc recovering 
from the disease; Elizabeth, Warren, 
Lyman, Mrs. Elizabeth Dyer, of Fort 
Wayne, and Mrs. Mabel Kreider, of 
Elkhart.

missed. Then* Raybourn flled suit in 
the Allen circuit court against his son 
for possession of the property which he 
had deeded to him. He claimed that 
the son had failed to live up to his con- 
tract. The son asked for a change of 
venue and the case was taken to the 
Adams circuit court and was to have 
been tried, Thursday, when a compro- 
mise was reached and the case dis- 
missed.

for Riverside, California, where he will 
make his ffuture home with another 
son, Hugh S. Raybourn, who has urged 
his father to come to him and spend 
the remainder of his days with him.

The European war has been a most im- 


portant factor in the development of avi- 
ation, yet it has acted as a powerful 
hindrance to the general utilization of the 
flying machine. It'has absorbed, by far 
the greater part of the world's output of 
these mechanisms, and it has'drawn into 
its activities trained aviators as rapidly 
as they have .attained experience and 
skill. Not everything is commonly.known, 
because not all can be told, concerning the 
degree .of efficiency to which the belliger- 
ent nations have brought their military 
and naval aerial" forces. Such informa- 
tion as the censors have permitted to be- 
come public, however, is of a character to 
convince the interested observer that, 
with the dawn of .peace,: aviation along 
general utilitarian lines will take a secure 
place beside railroads and shipping, and 
as a close competitor of both." 
. In the war zones, the machine and the 
operator have been compelled to. contend 
against obstacles, and to overcome diffi- 
culties that would never present "them- 
selves in normal conditions. Inventive 
genius has been constant and unremitting 
in its-effort to render the enemy's aero- 
planes and dirgibles harmless. Anti-air- 
craft guns are constantly sweeping the 
sky with -the purpose of "bringing down* 
the airmen, and, where the long range 
gun is not a factor, the aviator is run 
ning under, .or^.over, or through fleets o: 
enemy macMnes, his plane at once a tar- 
get and a. battery. Navigation in such 
circumstances is, perhaps, the-least haz 
ardous of the aviator's tasks. He man 
ages and steers, his machine mechanical!] 
while lie is attacking .or attempting to 
escape.' It is not a question of meeting or 
overcoming unfavorable natural condi 
tions; it is not a question of engine con 
trol; hone of the dangers'of which the 
early.airmen were conscious, and none of 
the fears that beset them, troubles the 
aerial fighter. Keeping afloat with-the 
aid of the planes and the engine has. her 
come a minor consideration; • keeping 
afloat despite the projection or dropping 
of shells and peppering of bullets from 
earth and sky, is the principal thing.

' Given Childless in 


Adopting Children 


(Jane Marshall Somers in the Conti- 


nent.) 


When the word came to me the 


other day that dear Mrs. Gerald Rog- 
ers had taken into her home and 
intended to adop't two small Belgian 
children—each tiny mortal with only 
one hand left to him by the German 
invader—I wondered why there were 
not more American women to follow 
her example. 
Not that they should 


all choose Belgian wee unfortunates; 
but why should not the practice of 
adopting children Into the home be- 
come a far more widely accepted cus- 
tom than it is even now? For the 
children its possibilities for good are 
almost boundless, and even in the 
home of one or two children it has 
some such possibilities. 


A very lonely household in the 


southland a few years ago was bright- 
ened by the adoption of a boy of 2—a 
curly haired lad with bright smiles 
and cheery disposition. But when 
word came a few years later that a 
baby girl of their own had arrived to 
bless these parents, some of us feared 
a little for the. future of the older 
child, whose "nose was broken" in- 
deed. 


We need not have worried. To tell 


the truth, the parents would object to 
my use of the phrase, "a baby girl of 
their own." "They both are 'our very 
own'," they would tell me. And it is 
true; I have seen no indication of any 
sort that Bobble is not loved quite as 
much and cherished quite as closely 
as little Betty. 


Taking a motherless baby into a 


home has results very often that are 
far beyond the parents' expectation. 
One sad case that turned to gladness 
was that of Mr. and Mrs. Charles An- 
derson (that not being their name, of 
course), who married in love, then 
began,to drift apart. Their interests 
grew rapidly In different directions, 
and their friends early saw that peril 
was rising in their path. Rumors of 
a proposed divorce began to be heard. 


Then by an inspiration Julia An- 


derson proposed 'to her husband that 
they adopt a 3-year-old orphan boy 
to whbm she had become attached. 
Perhaps more from fear of displeas- 
ing her than for any other reason he 
consented. It is scarcely a year since 
that'decision, but the Anderson home 
is now one of love and peace and 
pride—pride in the 
bonny son and 


pride on the part of each parent in 
the devotion of the other to thj> boy.

at night very few people realize the 
immense number of these rodents that 
are fed at the expense of the com- 
munity. 
x The best way to destroy rats is to 
cut off their food supplies. This may 
be done by rat proofing buildings and 
keeping garbage 
in 
tightly closed 


metal • containers. 


They may be trapped and poisoned, 


but cutting off the food supply is-the 
surest and most effective method of 
extermination. 


Some idea of the expense connected 


with the maintenance of rats may be 
learned from the fact that a full grown 
rat consumes about 
two ounces of 


grain daily, from 40 to 50 pounds a 
year.

School Should Teach Right Living as 


Well as Three R's. 


It should be as much a matter of 


course for a child to stand straight as 
to spell correctly. It should be as well 
informed as to the elements of a bal- 
anced general diet as in regard to thf 
dates of the presidents or the capitals 
of states. -The habit of handwashing 
before eating should be so'deeply in- 
grained in the child that it will not 
tolerate inadequate facilities in the 
home or later in the workshop. 


Those were points made in ths 


course of a plea' for medical inspec- 
tion in all schools by Dr. Haven Em- 
erson, commissioner of health of New 
York city. The plea was made before 
2,000 school principals and others. 


"We want every school child exam- 


ined by a competent physician annual- 
ly," declared Dr. Emerson. "The more 
this is done on the request of the par- 
ent, at the "parent's expense, by the 
family physician, the more perma- 
nent will be the results. 


"We also want every teacher ex- 


amined Annually and her every illness 
accurately reported. 


"We want children so to learn- the 


fundamental law/u of personal hy- 
giene that they can protect them- 
selves against industrial hazards aftw 
leaving school. We want children to 
have so thorough an understanding of 
the physical damage from alcohol and 


emptiness j narcotic drugs—beer, tea, coffee and 
ller tobacco—that even the' inertia of their 


home and the civic environment will 
not detract their habit. 


"The graduating diploma should be 


a certificate of physical as well as 
mental preparedness to continue to 
learn and serve. 


"We look forward to the time when 


graduation will be a privilege with- 
held until the pupil can present a clean 
record as to physical fitness and an 
understanding of the rudiments of per- 
sonal hygiene sufficient to protect 
him in later life." 


DEPENDABLENESS. 


' Dependableness is the finest trait 
that one can have when it comes to 
the matter of one's relations to either 
God or man. It implies many other 
good traits, such as conscientiousness, 
faithfulness to one's word, intelligent 
perception of duty and obligation, 
constancy, oftentimes patience. As an 
asset in business and work, it is the 
best capital a man can have. 
It is 


better than money, for it |s that 
which, as a rule, furnishes the best 
means of making money. It adds un- 
told value to all other assets, such as 
mental ability, facility in execution, 
good training. Without it the best in- 
tellect, culture and promise amount to 
very little.—Presbyterian Journal. '

Neglected Teeth and Big Tonsils Often 


Harbor Infection. 


Many people think that the use of 


a toothbrush is a part of respectability. 


While this may be true, the aver- 


age toothbrush usually is almost,worse 
than nothing at all. 
v 


x The toothbrush has^only a limited 
life, and it is worse than useless after 
it is worn out. Again, a toothbrush to 
retain its stiffness must be dried out 
between usings and should, therefore, 
not be kept in a toothbrush container. 


Each individual should have two or 


more of these useful articles in con- 
stant use and should be careful to use 
them in rotation in order to permit 
thorough drying and a return of the 
normal stiffness of the bristles. 
; • 


Everyone should visit a good dentist 


every three or six months and have 
him carefully examine every tooth. 


If there are no cavities he will, at 


least, clean the teeth of the deposit 
commonly known as tartar, which can- 
not be removed except with a sharp 
instrument, which must be applied 
skillfully even below the gum. This is 
sometimes called scaling. 


If the teeth are kept dentally clean 


by this scaling process as deep down as 
the dentist finds necessary, pyorrhea 
or Rigg's disease will never threaten. 


In addition to decayed teeth the ton- 


sils are the next important focus of 
infection which may work harm to the 
body.. 


Many tonsils that apparently are 


.normal or that cannot be seen on the 
ordinary examination are "submerged" 
and when drawn out by the throat spe- 
cialist's instruments are found to be 
exuding pus. 
Such tonsils probably 


cause more trouble than the large ton- 
sils which are usually removed.

the manim fresh every day; they were 
not allowed to store it up. There is a 
lesson here for us. If we would be 
strong and vigorous, we must go to 
God daily.

The forest is not now a con- 
fused group of trees, but each stands 
out distinctly and is known by its 
family .name. The river is no longer 
a mere silvery seam drawn carelessly 
across the land, but a living, bubbling 
eddying artery carrying life and ven- 
dure wherever its winding course lies. 
Beautiful flowers smile up from the 
most unexpected places; they never 
could have been seen from the moun- 
taintop. The birds in their gayety of 
color are seen flitting to and fro, while 
they fill the airVit htheir melo.dy. And 
xve become conscious of a thousand 
things we\ never could have known 
had we never come down from the 
lofty eminence.

"Considering the size and population

Murphy paid Allen county. 


The Delaware county official stated 


that there have been fifty-three jury 
cases in the circuit court of Delaware 
county this year. 
Allen county has 


had three. Jury trials for criminal 
cases. 


The docket for Delaware county 


holds 700 criminal cases for the year 
Allen county has registered 378 such 
cases. 


"Besides having a population of in- 


dustrious citizens we think that an 
effort to gain the confidence of the 
people in our work and the colabora- 
tlon of Fort Wayne police are the big 
factors in what appears to be the suc- 
cess of the county in keeping down 
crime," said Prosecutor Emrick to the 
visitor, 


"The Muncie police department is a 


poor organization to begin with," 
stated Prosecutor Murphy. 
"Certain 


things are allowed to go on In Muncie 
which tend to encourage the blind ti- 
ger operations. Other forms of law- 
lessness, which are apparently for- 
bidden, are constantly brought to the 
county officers' attention." 


"I give the Fort Wayne police force 


much of the credit for crime suppres- 
sion in Allen county," said Prosecutor 
Emrick. 
"The local officers Have 


worked hand in hand with me and 
with the force of the sheriff. 
The 


stand which Chief Lenz has taken In 
the matter of city vice has been a 
great factor." 


"You spoke of the confidence of the 


people. How is that gained 
when 


most law breakers look upon the stat- 
utes as documents of persecution?" 
asked Prosecutor Murphy. 


Incident at Woodburn. 


The Allen county officer cited the 


case of a meeting which he held in 
Woodburn two weeks ago. The pros- 
ecutor had heard of several cases of 
petty crime in that village 
He had 


learned that young boys were drinking 
liquor and that Woodburn citizens 
were furnishing rum to the lads. v 
Prosecutor Emrick called a meeting

reserve. 


The greatest effort toward utilizing 


boys' service will come in 1918, Mr. 
Strauss., said. 
A premium is to be 


placed upon farm laboi and the per- 
iod of service necessary to gam one of 
Uncle Sam's medals will be considei- 
ably less, according to Strauss, for th«s 
boys who work on the farm. 
Mr. 


Strauss said that the reason for this 
was that the farm work as a rule paid 
much less than work in factories and 
that therefore it was a greater act of 
patriotism for the boys to take up 
farm work. The medals which will be 
given to the bo>s are struck of£ by 
the United States government and 
cannot be imitated, borrowed, sold 01 
exchanged in any way. Mr. Strauss 
declared that the only way for a boy 
to get one of the medals with a service 
bar is to actually put m the time ic- 
quired In the factory or on the farm 
under the supervision of the reserve 


No boys %vill be placed in homes 


wheie the character of the farmer Is 
any way questionable and Mr. Strauss 
said that these homes would be thor- 
oughly investigated before Ihe boys 
were located. The meeting was at- 
tended by A. L. McDonald, who is iv 
charge of the working reserve WOIK 
in the city, and also by D. O. McComb, 
who has charge in the count* outside 
of Fort Wayne.

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., Growing Royal Hybrid Walnuts in California 


Sy R. E. SMITH. 


The name Royal was first given by 


Mr. Burbank to a supposed hybrid be- 
tween the northern California black 
and Juglans nigra, the eastern black. 
From the first published description 
of this variety, however, it would 
appear that the stamlnate parent, sup- 
posedly a northern California black 
walnut, was in reality itself a Royal 
hybrid, a tree showing a very rough, 
email nut which must certainly con- 
tain more or le&s nigra blood. Such 
trees are quite common about the 
streets of Santa Rosa. The Burbank 
Royal 
is_ presumably, therefore, at 


least three-quarters nigra and one- 
quarter northern California black. 


Following Mr. Burbank's naming of 


Ihis hybrid, the term Royal has come 


Bnrbank Royal Hybrid Walnut Tree. 


to be applied in California to all hy- 
brids resulting from, crossing between 
different black walnut species 
There 


are many of these trees in the State, 
particularly about the older towns like 
Santa. Rosa, San Jose, Vacaville7 Win- 
ters, Chico, Red Bluff and other points 
In the Sacramento "Valley, Stockton, 
Santa Barbara and other places. It is 
Indeed difficult to find in the State a 
straight Juglans nigra, except those 
grown from nuts brought directly i 
from the East. It is rather remark-' 
able that the California species should 
hybridize so freely with nigra, inas- 
much as the_ir blooming periods are 
quite distinct, the true nigra corning 
out much later than any other black 
walnut. 
Such great variation exists 


- indeed in these seedlings of California 


mgra trees that in some cases it seems 
difficult to account for all this variation 
on the basis of hybridization. For ex- 
ample, there are some mgra trees in 
the State planted from nuts which 
came from the Bast, which have all 
the characteristics of the species. They 
are of slow growth, very late in com- 
ing out in the spring, early in shed- 
ding their foliage in the falL and bear 
the typical deep-grooved, sharp-ridged 
nigra nuts. 
When nuts from these 


trees are planted it often happens that 
almost none of the resulting seedlings 
are of the true nigra type, but they are 
hybrids, freaks, variations, mutants, or 
whatever we may call them. We were 
at one time inclined to the opinion 
that such variation was the effect qf 


environment, causing a breaking up of 
the original species, but further study 
has brought us to believe that these 
are really hybrids. 
We are •Jed to 


this opinion from the fact that the 
percentage of these unusual trees 
varies from year to year and that 
among the seedlings of these California 
nigra trees there are always some 
typical of the species, and some years 
a great many. Moreover, the progeny 
of certain trees are almost all straight 
nigra and the proportion of such nor- 
mal seedlings is in inverse ratio to the 
opportunities for crossing with other 
walnut species. 


Juglans nigra was planted quite com- 


monly with eastern nuts in California 
in the very earliest years of the Ameri- 
can occupation. Thus there are many- 
large trees of the species now growing 
in the State. The trees-are in almost 
every instance closely associated with 
specimens of both California species 
and also more or less with the English 
walnuts. Many nuts from these original 
trees have been planted, and again 
those from the next generation, down 
to three or four or perhaps more gen- 
erations. 
The result has been that 


about the older towns in the central 
and northern part of the State, trees 
may be found which present every de- 
gree of gradation between nigra and 
the California species and also many 
trees which have only slight resem- 
blance to either, but might easily be 
classed as entirely new &pecies if their 
origin was not known. It is hardly 
worth while to describe the individual 
trees of this sort, so numerous are 
they in the State. In some cases it is 
difficult or impossible to distinguish 
between hybrids and""true nigra, as the 
nuts and foliage are very similar. Most 
of them, however, can be pretty cer- 
tainly picked out on account of their 
unusual vigor of growth, the fact that 
thej come out earlier and hold their 
foliage later than true nigra, a dif- 
ferent abpect of the tree and foliage 
which cannot be definitely described, 
and the fact that the nuts are some- 
what smoother and vary in other wa>s 
from those of true nigra, although var- 
ious trees of the latter species have 
nuts of very different form and size. 


The Royal hybrid is very different 


from the Paradox in regard to pro- 
ductiveness, being in almost every in- 
stance very precocious and an un- 
usually heavy~bearer of nuts'. The most 
productive nut trees which we have 
ever seen are some of these Royal hy- 
brid walnuts. In favorable seasons the 
ground beneath them \vill be covered 
several deep with nuts, while there are 
still so many on the tree that it is 
difficult to see where there could have 
been room for those which are upon 
the ground. 


The cross between nigra and the nor- 


thern California species is commonly 
illustrated in all the towns above men- 
tioned. ,The Burbank Royal is an jun- 
usually fine tree, being of, tall, erect 
growth, with a clean, uniform trunk, 
and of exceptionally vigorous and 
rapid development. 
It is a heavy 


bearer of very large nuts of a type 
More closely resembling those of nigra 
than those of the California' species. 
The nuts, in fact, would pass for a 
fine large type of nigra, but are 
smoother than those of the usual type. 
They are deeply and much grooved, 
but not ridged to any extent. 


There are other hybrid trees of 


spontaneous origin in the central and 
northern part of the State which are 
fully equal in every way to the Bur- 
bank type. These are too numerous 
for individual description. 


Seedlings of Royal Hybrids.—The 


seedlings originating from first-genera- 
tion Roya! trees, of either the northern 
or southern California type, are in 
general much more vigorous and retain 
the qualities of their parents to a much 
greater extent than in the ca&e with 
seedlings of Paradox trees. 
In the 


second generation, however, that is, 
trees twice removed from the original 
cross, the exceptional vigor is mostly 
lost and the seedlings become no better 
than or even inferior to those of the 
original species. In other words, the 
Royal hybrid seems on the average to 
retain its quality of exceptional vigor 
of growth one generation longer than 
does the Paradox. Various individual 
Royal trees, however, vary greatly in 
their ability to impart their charac- 
teristics to their progeny. Only a very 
few of them give seedlings which show 
uniformly a large percentage of trees 
as good as the parent. In the majority 
of cases the seedlings vary greatly and 
are not at all uniform. 
Almost al- 


ways, however, the rule above stated 
is maintained that the seedlings of 
first-generation trees are more vigor- 
ous than those of the second genera- 
tion, even though the parent trees may 
appear equally vigorous 
This is an 


important fact in obtaining seed for 
nursery planting as a rootstock for the 
English walnut. In fact, it should be 
clearly understood that while Royal 
and Paradox hybrid walnut trees are 
quite common in the Sta^e, these trees 
represent all sorts of relationships and 
degrees, a few being first crosses, but 
many more being of the second, third 
or even later generations. Of the trees 
tested by ourselves and by a few of the 
most progressive 
nurserymen who 


have taken the trouble to plant the 
nuts from various trees separately, 
only an extremely small proportion 
have shown themselves worthy of be- 
ing used for producing rootstocks for 
the English walnut To test such a 
tree thoroughly requires several years, 


inasmuch as the nuts must first be 
planted and the seedlings raised to 
grafting age, the trees then grafted 
and kept in the nursery for at leas>t 
another year, after which they must be 
planted out in various tjpes of soil and 
their growth observed for some time 
in comparison with that of trees on 
other roots. The majority of hybrid 
trees which produce seedlings of ex- 
ceptional vigor among their progeny 
do this in an extremely irregular man- 
ner, the seedlings being of all sorts of 
sizes and characteristics. English wal- 
nuts grafted on such seedlings will 
vary correspondingly. 
As we have 


previously said, no Paradox trees have 
been found whose seedlings are de- 
sirable as rootstocks, and of all the 
Royal tree1? which have been tested 
there are less than half a dozen m the 
State at present whose seedlings are 
known to be of sufficient uniformity in 
good qualities to be desirable for prop- 
agation. Seedlings of most Royal hy- 
brids arc really inferior to those of the 
straight California black walnut of 
either species for nursery purposes on 
accoufit of their lack of uniformity. 
At least one-nurseryman in the State 
is taking the trouble to hybridize cer- 
tain black walnut trees by hand in 
order to obtain a walnut cross which 
he considers especially desirable for 
the nursery. 


One fact is to tbe remembered in 


connection with the progeny of any 
California walnut tree, namely, that m 
almost every instance,walnut trees of 
some sort stand near to each other, 
and cross-pollination is therefore al- 
ways possible and probably always 
goes on m every instance to a greater 
or less extent 
The tree, therefore, 


which gives an unusually good lot of 
seedlings might not do the same at all 
if it stood elsewhere, removed from 
certain other trees which stand near it 
and which cross-pollinate its blossoms. 
It is, therefore, also true that it-may 
or may not always be possible to per- 
petuate a desirable tree of this sort 
even by grafting, since when planted 
in some other place the combination 
of cross-pollination which resulted in 
the production of exceptionally good 
seedlings may be entirely lost 


Scil Saving Dam 


Adds Fertile Acres 


By W. H. BAKER 


Large ditches having a moderate 


rate of fall may be economically filled 
by the use of a soil saving dam. "When 
the ditch is long or the fall rapid, 
several dams may be required for one 
ditch. 


Locating tlio dam.—The lowest part 


of the ditch on the field or farm is 
usually the best place to build the 
first dam. It may often be so located 
that the field fence or line fence may 
be built on it. 


Kind and position of tile.—Use hard 


burned sewer tile under the dam. Lay 
the tile m a shallow trench, having a 
straight course and a uniform fall, in 
the ditch bottom. Run the tile from 
a good outlet below the dam to 20 or! 
30 feet above the dam. Use an elbow! 
o>- a X joint for the inlet and set upon 
this one ot more upright lengths of 
tile. Support these by three or morej 
posts. Pack clay around the joints.' 
The object of locating the inlet so far 
above the dam is to remove it from 
the tra&h which accumulates at the; 
dam. 
Protect the inlet further by a 


circle of woven wire fencing five or 
six feet in diameter. Set on additional 
tile as the ditch fills, always keeping 
the inlet below the top of the dam. 
Tamp a covering of earth 
firmly 


around the line of tile to make it 
\\ater tight and to protect it until the 
dam is'built. Protect the outlet of the 
tile from washing out by encasing 
with stone or concrete. If this is too 
expensive, use a long wooden box or 
a long section of steel culvert pipe. 
Cover' the outlet with a screen or trap 
to keep out rats and rabbits. 


Constructing the dam. — Make the 


dam of earth or concrete. Use which- 
ever is cheaper. 
Where gravel is 


abundant and concrete construction 
cheap, concrete dams are possible. In 
many sections earth is much cheaper 
and is quite satisfactory. When earth 
is used the dam need not be built to 
the full height at first but may be

raised as the ditch fills and time is 
found for the work. 
Build the dam 


full width at the start to avoid the 
expense of hand shoveling to increase 
the width later. Keep the middle of 
the dam^highest so that any overflow 
caused 
by heavy rains will pass 


around the ends rather than over the 
middle. Make earth dams about six 
feet wide on top when completed, with 
slope enough on the sides to stand up 
well. Oats or other small grain sown 
thickly at ends of dam, where over- 
flows are likely to cut will give a 
quick cover to hold the soil. 
• Tiling the Oil.—It is frequently de- 
sirable to tile drain the fill. This may- 
be done bj using a T joint instead of 
an elbow at the inlet above the dam 
and continuing the tile as far up the 
ditch as desired. Ordinary drain tile 
may be used for this and usually a 
smaller size will suffice. Prepare the 
ditch bottom for this extension by 
digging a shallow trench having a 
uniform fall and a straight course or 
long easy curves. 
Do not attempt to 


lay tile around short cuives. Cover 
the tile deep enough to protect them 
from injury, preferably two feet or 
more if stock runs in the field. This 
extension may be continued up the 
ditch under as many dams as may be 
constructed. 
Use a T joint and up- 


right inlet above each dam. Lateral 
drains may be laid from this line into 
branch ditches and the ditches plowed 
in and filled. The system may be ex- 
tended to drain spouty places on the 
slopes and at the ditch head. 


Size of tile. — The size of tile re- 


quired will vary with the amount of 
land drained, the steepness of the 
slopes, the porosity of the soil and 
the amount of storage room above the 
dam. 
Wjth a run-off area of forty- 


acres of cultivated land having gentle 
slopes, a dam affording an acre or 
more of storage room three or four 
feet deep should be reasonably well 
protected by a tile ten inches in diam- 
eter. Where the tile line is short and 
its cost relatively small, it is well to 
use tile of ample size. Where long 
lines of tile are laid, the lower parts 
of the system should be of ample size 
and the size gradually reduced up the 
ditch to lessen the expense. In small 
ditches and drainage laterals four-inch 
tiles are usually laid. 
' 


What it will cost. —The cost will 


vary. An estimate of the cost of the 
dam may be made by calculating the 
number of cubic yards of earth to be 
moved and allowing six to sixteen 
cents per cubic yard. Ten cents a 
cubic yard is a fair average. The cost 
of the tile will vary with the amount 
used, the size of the tile and the cost 
of hauling from factory or railroad. 
The labor and tile constitute the prin- 
cipal cost 
A few dollars must be 


added for clearing the ditch and pro- 
tecting the outlet and inlet 
If the 


fill is tiled, add the cost of tile and 
labor for this. The cost of mainten- 
ance is very small if the darn is prop- 
erly constructed. 


Maintaining the 1511.—If the fills are 


tile drained they are usually easily 
held and may be farmed as part of 
the field. If difficult to hold for any 
reason they may be kept seeded' to 
grass.

the United States has constantly de- 
creased m the last few years while the 
demand has perhaps increased, a 
more profitable side line than turkey 
raising for those favorably situated 
for the work could hardly be found. 
Given plenty of range, turkeys will 
readily find grasshoppers and other 
insects, green vegetation, the seeds of 
weeds and glasses, waste grains, and 
acorns and nuts of larious kinds. In 
this way the cost of raising them is 
small and the profits large. 
Grain 


and stock farms are particularly well 
adapted to turkey raising, and it is 
in such places that most of the turkeys 
are found. Little has ever been done 
in the way of raising turkeys m con- 
finement, and when it has been tried 
the results have been discouraging. 


One of the most important steps 


toward success in turkey raising a 
the proper selection of breeding stock.

Unhatchable eggs, weak poults, as* 
small, scrubby turkeys are largely the 
v 
result of carelessness in the selection 
of the parent stock. In selecting tur- 
keys for breeding purposes, strength, 
and vigor are the first points to be 
considered. To indicate.this the body 
should be deep and wide, the back 
broad, and the breast roand and foil. 
The head should be of good size and 
of a clean, healthy appearance. 'A 
strong, well-made frame is shown by, 
thick, sturdy shanks and straight, 
strong toes.

. Inbreeding te harmful and If carded 
on very long will result in the loss of 
vigor and vitality. 
It is, therefore, 


advisable each year to obtain a new 
torn of unrelated blood, but of th« 
same type. Nothing is to be gained 
by crossing varieties, as such practice 
soon reduces pure breds to- mongrels. 


The most satisfactory time of year 


to select breeding stock is November 
or December. By purchasing early- ti- 
the season one not only has a larger 
number to choose from, but the binte 
are given ample time to become ao 
quainted with their new aurrotttxlinga' 
before the mating season, which In 
the South ordinarily begins early in 
February and in the North about .a 
month later.--

THE DAIRY-STABLE FLOOR 


The floor of the stall as well as 


that of the entire stable are best con- 
structed of concrete. Since this mate- 
rial absorbs very 
little 
moisture, 


to economical, 
durable, and 
easily 


cleaned, a concrete floor should be/ 
kept well bedded in winter,' as it con- 
ducts heat from the body of the cow 
more rapidly than most other floor 
materials. At a small additional ex-j 
pensej an area 2 W feet square in the 
floor of the stall near the gutter may 
be laid with cork bricks or creosoted 
wood blocks^ These materials do not 
readily conduct heat from the body of 
the animal, and the stall is thus made 
more comfortable. If desired, the en- 
tire stall may be floored with cork 
brick or wood blocks, with the. excep- 
tion of a concrete curb 5 to 6 inches 
wide next to the gutter to hold the 
bricks or blocks in place. Ttte con-| 
crete in the stall floors and in all walks j 
over which the cows pass should be! 
left somewhat rough to prevent thej 
animals from slipping.- • 
\ 


A depression in the floor of the stall 


next to the manger, one inch deep and 
extending back eighteen inches, assists 
in retaining bedding in the front part 
of the stall. The entire stall should 
have a slope of one inch toward the 
gutter. 


The gutter Is one of the important 


parts of the stable. - Its size and shape 
determine to a large extent the ease 
with which cows are kept clean while 
•tabled. A gutter 18 inches wide and 
8 inches to 10 inches deep on its side 
next to the platform provides space 
for the accumulation of manure dur- 
ing a period of twelve hours without 
making it necessary for the cows to 
lie in the droppings. 


The walk back of the gutter should 


not be more than 4 or 5 inches: higher 
than the floor of the gutter. • Where 
the walk and platform are both-from 
8 to 10 inches higher than the gutter, 
there is a greater likelihood that the 
cow will be^njured in case-she slips 
into the gutter.

Bedding should be used in sufficient 


quantities as to absorb the liquid ex- 
crement, but if this, is not possible a 
drain at one end of the gutter should 
conduct the liquid to a cistern outside. 
In such a case, the floor of the gutter 
should have a slope of one-half inch 
away from the platform and a slope 
of one inch in twenty feet toward the 
drain.

bears the investigation of nutritive 
properties better than does milk. It 
is impossible to escape the conviction 
that not only is it a cheap food, but 
it is a food whose value can hardly be 
estimated in terms of dollars and 
cents.

Although milk is not the cheapest 


source of energy that can be bought, 
it is nevertheless an important source 
of energy, and the energy-yielding sub- 
stances, the protein, the milk-sugar, 
and the milk-fat, all have special 
value. 


Milk is a cheap source of protein 


because the protein that it contains is 
of a kind particularly valuable for 
building tissue. 


Ordinarily milk is the cheapest and 


most valuable source of lime, unless it 
is discovered that lime in water can 
take the place'of lime in milk.

Young animals need particular 


care and should be kept growing. A 
balanced ration should be fed—one 
that contains enough digestable pro- 
tein to supply the needs of bone and 
muscle growth. 


GET RID OF THE RATS.

corn, wheat and other small grain, 
and some of the food prepared for 
the table. The grain farmer does not 
notice the loss of grain readily since 
much of it is picked up in the

A good feed rack for sheep may 


easily be constructed as follows: Use 
a pole for the bottom rail and a 2x6 
inch scantling for the top rail. The 
cross bars (of any old piece of timber), 
are 4 feet long and 1V- inches ia 
diameter. 


The bottom rail is held in place 


against the side of the barn by twoN 
strips of heavy sheet-iron which have 
been bent to fit around the pole. 


The top rail is secured by a piece of 


half-inch1 rope which passes over a 
pulley located in a hole in the wall 
above the rack, a weight being at- 
tached to the outside end of rope, serv- 
ing to always keep the rack against 
the wall. 


When the hay is put in, the rack is 


drawn down, and when filled is pushed 
back against the wall, holding the hay 
in place closely and kept in place by 
the weight.

Kendallville Mayor Vetoes 


Bill Raising Salaries of 


City Officials. 


Kcndallville, Ind., Oct. 1.—At a special 


meeting of the city coiuicil held Saturday 
evening Mayor C. M. Case vetoed the bill 
raising the salaries of three city offoers. 
Tim council passed the biJl at once over 
hi?'Veto. All the coiuicilineu but "\V. C. 
Autosu rot«d for the biil gad ne refiued 


because he was a candidate for one of 
the offices affected.

The ordinance provided that the. salary 


of the mayor be increased from $660 to. 
$600, the clerk ,$S50 to "$840, and the 
treasurer from $550 to -$720. 


The mayor gave the following reasons 


for vetoing the bill: First, that it is not 
equitable, and. discriminating; second,' 
that he believed the salaries plentv high 
for a $1.20 tax levy; third, each can- 
didate knew last March the salaries of 
the offices; fourth, the salaries are now 
from 25 to 60 per cent higher than in 
neighboring towns of the fifth class, and 
fifth, that it would burden the citUtens 
too much with the contemplated city im- 
provements.'
